Lincoln moves 
to restructure 
911 funding

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County Fiscal Court moved 
forward Tuesday with a 
plan to change how resi¬ 
dents fund area 911 service. 

Magistrates unanimously 
passed the first reading of 
an ordinance that would 
remove a $3 monthly sur¬ 
charge currently put on all 
Lincoln County landline 
phone bills and replace it 
with a $2.50 surcharge on 
all water meters in the 
county. 

The surcharge would be 
used to fund Lincoln's 
share of the finances for 
Bluegrass 911, the regional 
911 call center that covers 


Lincoln and Garrard coun¬ 
ties. 

Garrard County Fiscal 
Court voted Monday to 
pass the second reading of 
its ordinance enacting the 
same policy. 

County Attorney Daryl 
Day, who also serves on the 
Bluegrass 911 board, said 
there are only about 5,000 
or 6,000 landlines left in 
Lincoln County, and that 
number continues to drop 
every month. 

Day estimated at this 
point about 35-40 percent 
of county residents have a 
landline, but the money 
they pay via their $3 sur-

Creech had a passenger 
on the motorcycle, who 
allegedly fled the scene of 
the crash, Folger said. 

As of Monday morning, 
sheriffs deputies had still 
not been able to contact 
Bobby Cutter, whose age 
they did not know, regard¬ 
ing the crash, Folger said. 

Besides having questions 
about the crash, officials 
also want to make sure he 
receives proper medical 
treatment for any injuries 
he may have suffered. 

Authorities suspect alco¬ 
hol was a factor in the 
crash, Folger said.

FCC rule makes 
free press weaker 


Saving the First 
Amendment in principle 
sometimes means having 
to recognize a less-than- 
perfect application in 
reality — at least until a 
better solution comes 
along. 

Courts long have had to 
balance our privacy rights 
against the need for 
searches in criminal 
investigations, and had to 
weigh a suspect’s right to 
a fair trial and unbiased 
jury against the public’s 
right to know what is hap¬ 
pening in its courtrooms. 

We have laws that pre¬ 
serve the right of free 
expression while 
acknowledging that the 
“time, place and manner” 
of that speech may be 
restrained at times for a 
competing good. No cam¬ 
paign rallies at 3 a.m. in a 
residential neighborhood, 
for example. 

The U.S. Supreme 
Court’s 2010 decision in 
Citizens United v. FEC, 
and its recent ruling strik¬ 
ing down a Montana cam¬ 
paign law, permit direct 
corporate and union 
spending in state and fed¬ 
eral elections. The court 
said it was upholding the 
idea that money is speech 
and that the First 
Amendment brooked no 
limitations on political 
speech just because of big 
bankrolls. 

But as critics have 
pointed out, upholding 
that principle of unfet¬ 
tered free expression also 
opened the legal flood¬ 
gates to a torrent of 
spending — and to the 
potential for elections-for- 
sale. Possible counters to 
those ills, such as total 
transparency on spending, 
necessarily affect another 
valued First Amendment 
tenet: anonymous political 
speech. 

In last week’s final 
decisions of the 2011- 
2012 Supreme Court 
term, yet another First 
Amendment conundrum 
appeared. The justices 
refused to hear an appeal 
of a 3rd U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals ruling, 
in Prometheus Radio 
Project v. FCC, upholding 
a 1975 Federal 
Communications 
Commission ban on 
broadcasters owning a 
newspaper in any of the 
20 biggest media markets. 
The FCC rule also pre¬ 
cludes owning multiple 
TV or radio outlets in the 
same cities. 

News media representa¬ 
tives argue that today’s 
free press may well not 
survive economic chal¬ 
lenges and new digital 
competitors without con¬ 
solidating to cut costs. If 
the original idea behind 
the rule was to preserve 
and encourage multiple 
news sources and voices 
in communities, they 
maintain it’s no longer 
needed in today’s media- 
saturated environment of 
traditional news 
providers, cable and satel¬ 
lite TV and unlimited 
information on the Web.

A financially stronger 
owner of TV, radio and 
newspaper outlets has 
access to more resources 
to report the news. That’s 
no small asset in an era of 
newsrooms so shrunken 
that we must worry about 
the ability of newspapers 
and local broadcasters to 
fulfill their constitutional 
role of a free press as a 
“watchdog on govern¬ 
ment,” opponents of the 
FCC ban say. 

On the other side, oppo¬ 
nents of consolidation 
argue that, without the 
rule, a handful of major 
corporations could control 
all of the news media in 
our largest cities - and 
perhaps dominate the 
national news scene, as 
well. 

Huge corporations and 
media conglomerates 
already own too many 
newspapers and TV sta¬ 
tions even under the exist¬ 
ing the “cross-ownership” 
ban, they say. 

Consolidated ownership 
would simply result in 
even more “homoge¬ 
nized” news products, 
they add, and encourage 
absentee decision-making 
about local news cover¬ 
age. 

The harsh reality is that 
for large to medium-size 
newspapers a 100-plus- 
year-old revenue formula 
based on a combination of 
advertising and circula¬ 
tion has disappeared with 
the rise of Web-based 
advertising and digital 
news competitors. 

Newspapers and even 
some broadcast outlets in 
major cities are strug¬ 
gling, if not failing, and 
tens of thousands of 
newsroom jobs have dis¬ 
appeared in a decade. In 
general, online media 
have yet to develop the 
same expertise and scope 
of news coverage or reach 
into the community. 

Simply continuing a 
rule created when news¬ 
papers generated gener¬ 
ous profits ignores that 
reality. 

If recent past is any 
prologue, risking the 
future of a free press in a 
hardscrabble economic 
marketplace — even for 
the laudable goal of 
ensuring multiple voices 
in a community — may 
well mean fewer news 
outlets in the end, fewer 
journalists holding public 
officials accountable. 

An even weaker free 
press would be a result no 
rulemaker intended.

'Unscrupulous marketers' 
going after veterans' 
education benefits 


Business forced to stop 
deceptive practices, Gl Bill 
intentions protected 


I would not be where I 
am today had my family 
not benefited from the GI 
Bill. After returning from 
service in Germany, my 
father put himself through 
law school at night while 
working as a public school 
teacher and football coach 
by day. The GI Bill 
allowed my father to build 
a brighter future for our 
family. 

Since 2008, when 
Congress enacted the Post 
9/11 GI Bill, veterans have 
had access to billions of 
dollars in additional educa¬ 
tional benefits. While pro¬ 
viding an invaluable serv¬ 
ice, the Post 9/11 GI Bill 
has also made our service 
men and women a target of 
some unscrupulous mar¬ 
keters tied to the for-profit 
college industry, which 
may be more concerned 
about getting its hands on 
GI Bill funds than in edu¬ 
cating servicemembers and 
their families. 

The for-profit college 
industry’s aggressive and 
deceptive recruitment of 
veterans continues to be a 
top concern of mine as I 
lead a 30-state bipartisan 
working group examining 


potential abuses within the 
industry. I’m pleased to 
report a recent victory for 
veterans against these 
predatory practices. 

On June 27, my office 
filed a settlement in 
Franklin Circuit Court on 
behalf of 20 states against 
QuinStreet, Inc., the owner 
and operator of the website 
GIBill.com. As part of this 
settlement, QuinStreet will 
turn over GIBill.com to the 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs, which will use the 
website to promote the GI 
Bill program and educate 
servicemembers about 
their benefits. 

Additionally, the compa¬ 
ny will cease using the 
term GIB ill in any of its 
domain names, provide 
disclaimers on its websites 
and it will pay $2.5 million 
to the states to settle alle¬ 
gations of deceptive mar¬ 
keting and advertising. 
Kentucky will receive 
$325,000. 

We began looking at 
QuinStreet’s GIBill.com 
nearly a year ago. With 
images of men and women 
in uniform, GIBill.com 
looked like it could be 
owned or operated by the 


U.S. government. A 
review of more than 8,000 
emails to and from 
California-based 
QuinStreet made it obvious 
that a significant number 
of individuals thought they 
were communicating with 
the government. Some 
emails even contained 
Social Security numbers 
and requests from veterans 
about Veterans Affairs’ 
accounts and benefits. 

We were also troubled 
by the colleges listed as 
“GI Bill Schools.” All 
were for-profit schools, 
giving the impression that 
those were the only 
schools that accepted GI 
Bill benefits. 

GIBill.com wasn’t a 
website designed to assist 
veterans; it was designed 
to prey on them and gener¬ 
ate leads for for-profit col¬ 
lege recruiters. 

QuinStreet’s actions were 
unconscionable, deceptive 
and violated our consumer 
protection laws. 

Our veterans fight for 
these benefits. They 
defend us for these bene¬ 
fits. And like my father, 
they can build a better life 
with these benefits. 

I appreciate the assis¬ 
tance we’ve received on 
this issue from many of 
my colleagues, including 
Illinois Attorney General 
Lisa Madigan and

I am also grateful for the 
support of Senators Tom 
Harkin, Dick Durbin, Kay 
Hagan and Richard 
Blumenthal, the 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs and the Consumer 
Financial Protection 
Bureau’s Holly Petraeus, 
all of whom were by my 
side as I announced this 
multistate settlement. 

This is an issue of public 
trust for consumers and 
veterans. Be assured, we 
will be monitoring the 
terms of this settlement. If 
QuinStreet doesn’t comply, 
there will be conse¬ 
quences. 

I hope you will join me 
in giving thanks to our sol¬ 
diers and veterans who 
have risked their lives to 
defend our independence.

Know the warning signs of heat illness

As the days turn 
increasingly hotter, heat 
illness is just one of sum¬ 
mer’s many dangers. 
Heat-related illness can 
be caused by overexpo¬ 
sure to the sun or situa¬ 
tions involving extreme 
heat. Young children and 
the elderly have the 
highest risk of heat ill¬ 
ness, though everyone 
can be affected. 

Heat cramps are char¬ 
acterized by muscle 
spasms, usually in the 
legs and stomach. To 
treat a heat cramp, have 
the individual rest in a 
cool place and sip small 
amounts of cool water, 
juice or sports drink. If 
the individual is uncon¬ 
scious, do not give liq¬ 
uids. Gently stretch and 
massage the affected 
area, and check for signs 
of heat stroke or exhaus¬ 
tion. Do not administer 
salt tablets. 

Heat exhaustion and 
heat stroke are much 
more serious illnesses. 
Symptoms of early heat 
exhaustion include 

headache, dizziness, 
weakness, a feeling of 
exhaustion, heavy sweat¬ 
ing, nausea, giddiness 
and skin that is pale, 
flushed, cool or moist. 
Symptoms of a heat 
stroke, the latest stage of 
heat illness, include a 
rapid and weak pulse, 
vomiting, increased 
body temperature, rapid 
or shallow breathing and 
skin that is flushed, hot 
or dry. 

An individual with any 
symptoms of heat 
exhaustion or stroke 
should seek cool shelter 
immediately. If con¬ 
scious, non-caffeinated, 
non-alcoholic fluids 


should be consumed. 
Apply cool, wet cloths 
or water mist while fan¬ 
ning the person. For late 
stage heat stroke symp¬ 
toms, position cold 
packs on the wrists, 
ankles, groin, neck and 
armpits. Call 911 if 
symptoms include cool, 
moist or pale skin, rapid 
pulse, elevated or low¬ 
ered blood pressure, 
nausea, loss of con¬ 
sciousness, vomiting or 
a high body temperature. 

When the summer 
heats up, remain indoors 
as much as possible to 
prevent illness. If you 
have to be outside, keep

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Lincoln County 0D case tied to suspended Boyle County doctor

When Dr. Melbourne 
Williams’ name appeared June 
29 in The Advocate- 
Messenger in a story about the 
emergency suspension of his 
medical license, it caught the 
attention of Lincoln County 
Coroner Farris Marcum. 

Marcum recalled being 
called to the scene of a fatal 
crash on U.S. 150 near Crab 
Orchard on April 13. James 
Layton, 51, of Clay County, 
was killed when his pickup 
truck went off the road and 
flipped over about 10 a.m. 
Layton was not under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol or drugs when 
he crashed, Marcum said, but 
his brother and nephew, who 
were traveling with Layton in a 
separate vehicle, said they 
were going to Danville for an 
appointment with Williams. 

“I thought it was strange, 
him coming from Clay County 
to see a doctor, but it is what it 
is,” Marcum said. 

In the past year, 12 Clay 
County residents who were 
Williams’ patients were found 
dead of accidental drug over¬ 
doses, leading the state Board 
of Medical Licensure to issue 
an emergency suspension of 
Williams’ medical license in 
late June. 

Manchester in Clay County 
is about 80 miles and 90 min¬ 
utes from Danville. It would 
seem an unusual stretch of 
highway to travel to see a psy¬ 
chiatrist. 

Yet, Clay County Sheriff 
Kevin Johnson said “carloads” 
of residents there made that trip 
regularly to see Dr. Melbome 
Williams. They did not come 
to seek counseling from 
Williams, Johnson speculated, 
they came to get prescriptions 
for Xanax and other controlled 
dmgs. 

Johnson’s criminal investi¬ 
gation into the “direct link” 
between the overdoses and the 
dmgs prescribed by Williams 
is ongoing, and other law 
enforcement agencies also are 
looking into the deaths, he said. 

“His name popped up every¬ 
where,” the sheriff said. “Here 
would be a dead body and two 
feet away would be a pill bottle 
with Dr. Williams’ name on it.” 

The allegations against 
Williams — who was on staff 
at Ephraim McDowell Region 
Medical Center for 13 years 
without incident until his sus¬ 
pension by the medical board 


— have prompted Marcum to 
begin reviewing “several” dmg 
overdoses that have occurred 
in Lincoln County in the last 
year and a half. 

One of those overdoses — 
Crystal Hager, 32, of 
Hustonville, who died in 
January with multiple dmgs 
and alcohol in her system — 
was a patient of Williams, her 
mother, Serenna Sizemore, 
said June 29. Crystal Hager 
was the ex-wife of Thomas 
Wayne Hager Jr., who is 
accused of shooting two men 
to death and seriously wound¬ 
ing another in Danville in May 
in what police say was a drug- 
related incident. 

“As a coroner, doing your 
due diligence, I think you need 
to go back and look to see if 
there are any red flags,” 
Marcum said. 

The news of the psychia¬ 
trist’s suspension also caught 
the attention of Boyle County 
Coroner Dr. Don Hamner, who 
has known Williams for sever¬ 
al years. 

“I was actually shocked 
when I heard it,’ Hamner said 
June 29. 

Hamner said he has only 
investigated a handful of acci¬ 
dental dmg overdoses in his 
nearly two years on the job. 
Checking to see where the 
lethal dmgs came from is 
included in a death investiga¬ 
tion in such cases, Hamner 
said, but Williams’ name has 
never come up in any of his 
investigations. 

“I’ve seen nothing at all 
related to him,” the Boyle 
coroner said. 

Williams has been unavail¬ 
able for comment, but one of 
his attorneys, James E. Smith 
of Louisville, told the 
Lexington Herald-Leader that 
Williams plans to vigorously 
defend himself against the 
charges leveled in the medical 
board’s suspension order. The 
12 Clay County overdose vic¬ 
tims also had in their systems 
narcotics prescribed by other 
doctors, and some also were 
using street dmgs, Smith said. 

“We are confident that once 
the allegations are frilly ana¬ 
lyzed that Dr. Williams will be 
fully vindicated,” Smith told 
the Lexington paper. “We are 
certain that his prescribing 
practices did not lead to the 
death of those 12 patients.” 

Williams is scheduled for a 
formal, trial-like hearing 
before the medical licensure 
board in December, said 


Leeann Diakov, the board’s 
assistant general counsel. 
Williams could permanently 
lose his medical license, it 
could be restricted or he could 
be cleared at the hearing, 
Diakov said. 

Williams also has the 
option of challenging his sus¬ 
pension to have it reduced or 
lifted before the hearing, 
Diakov said. One of his attor¬ 
neys indicated such a chal¬ 
lenge is planned after 
Williams undergoes a neu¬ 
ropsychological evaluation as 
ordered as part of his suspen¬ 
sion, she said. 

According to the medical 
board’s complaint, Williams’ 
practice came to its attention 
in October, when one of the 
agency’s investigators report¬ 
ed several confidental inform¬ 
ants used by police in dmg 
cases identified Williams as a 
“reliable source” for Xanax, a 
commonly abused anti-anxi¬ 
ety medication often referred 
to as nerve pills. 

A nurse at the Manchester 
hospital called the medical 
board in December to report a 
trend of overdoses with Xanax 
and other dmgs prescribed by 
Williams. In January, Johnson 
and Clay County Coroner 
Danny Finley called the board 
with similar concerns, accord¬ 
ing the suspension order. 

A medical board investiga¬ 
tor interviewed Dr. Bryan 
Wood and Dr. Stuart Larson of 
the Centex clinic in Danville, 
where Williams practiced for 
about a month in 2011 before 
being dismissed. Williams 
brought many of his patients 
from his private practice with 
him when he joined Centex, 
said Wood, who owns the clin¬ 
ic. 

Larson, also a psychiatrist, 
said he became concerned 
when he noticed several cars 
with license plates from across 
Kentucky in the clinic’s park¬ 
ing lot and heard other patients 
complaining about “junkies” 
hanging around the clinic, the 
order states. 

Wood said he reviewed 
Williams’ records and discov¬ 
ered that 97 percent of his 
patients were being prescribed 
high doses of Xanax and a 
cocktail of other dmgs includ¬ 
ing Seroquel, Klonopin and 
Trazodone. Another review of 
the clinic’s records showed 
Williams saw an average of 41 
patients a day at Centex, more 
that twice as many as Larson.

It was hard staying focused 
in school this year. 

The problem was the win¬ 
dow in the classroom. In the 
fall, you watched birds fly 
south, and you imagined them 
calling to one another. Winter 
teased you with outdoor chal¬ 
lenges and fresh, brisk air. And 
in the spring, when wildlife is 
most active? Well, you might 
as well not be in school at all. 

You wonder what it might 
be like to live closely with 
nature. Your forebears did it - 
could you? In the book 
“Muskrat for Supper” by 
Kenny Salwey, you’ll find out 
by reading the story of a river 
rat. 

It was quiet along the 
Mississippi River, with nothing 
to disturb the river rat as he sat 
and listened to the wind and the 
birds. The swamp was his 
favorite place to be, and he 
waited for his visitors. He’d 
known the parents for many 


years and as they pulled up in 
their car, he was eager to meet 
their children. 

The kids, of course, were 
frill of questions. 

There was a hollowed-out 
stump of a tree over there, and 
skeletons hanging from the 
side of the tiny cabin. What 
were they? The river rat was 
happy to explain that the tree is 
now a bathroom and the bones 
were gifts from friends and 
from nature. 

The river rat told the chil¬ 
dren stories of his own child¬ 
hood. His father and grandfa¬ 
ther were river rats, which 
meant that they lived off what 
the Mississippi gave them. 
From those old-timers, the 
river rat learned to feed himself 
and make shelter; to whittle a 
good, sturdy walking stick; and 
to fill his “possible bag” before 
every walk. 

The best way to learn about 
the world around you, said the 
river rat, is to go outside and 
listen for birds and wind. 
Watch, and you’ll see ants and 
mice. Get down on the ground, 
and you’ll see a spider web that 
most adults wouldn’t notice. 

Then he told the children 
this: if you want to be a river 
rat, “plan on working harder 


than you would for any regular 
job.” Plan on not much money, 
but expect riches beyond any¬ 
thing you could imagine. 

Can’t get enough of the out¬ 
doors? Wish you could live 
outside 24/7, year ‘round? 
Then “Muskrat for Supper” 
was practically written with 
you in mind. 

With gentle common sense 
and a self-taught naturalist’s 
eye toward preservation and 
sustainability, author Kenny 
Salwey weaves a semi-fiction- 
al story in with his own excit¬ 
ing, frue-life tales about living 
in the Mississippi backwaters. 
Salwey, also known as The 
Last River Rat, romanticizes 
his life but includes plenty of 
honesty: it’s not easy to share 
space with a snake or to pull 
yourself out of broken ice, but 
the rewards and the beauty out¬ 
weigh those small inconven¬ 
iences. 

While this book is meant for 
12-to-15-year-olds, I surely 
think that environmentally- 
concerned, like-minded 
grown-ups will get just as 
much enjoyment from it. If 
you’re the kind of person 
who’d rather be outdoors any 
day, in fact, “Muskrat for 
Supper” is a book you’ll eat up. 


Williams and a patient lasted 
five to seven minutes, the sus¬ 
pension order states. 

Woods, who works in the 
emergency room at Fort 
Logan Hospital and also is part

The high rate of patients 
being prescribed high levels 
of Xanax and other drugs, the 
short time spent with patients 
and “people coming long dis¬ 
tances — that just didn’t feel 
right,” Wood said. 

Noting he is not a psychia¬ 
trist, Wood said the drug cock¬ 
tail most often prescribed by 
Williams is potentially dan¬ 
gerous, especially if used in 
combination with other drugs. 
A mixture of Xanax, Seroquel 
(anti-psychotic), Klonopin 
(anti-anxiety) and Trazodone 
(anti-depressant commonly 
prescribed as a sleep aid) is a 
potent combination, he said. 

“When you prescribe all 
this together ... wow, that’s 
really going to slow you 
down,” he said. 

Wood said Williams, whom 
he had known and respected 
for several years, was recruit¬ 
ed to Centex to see SelfRefind 
patients, mostly pain pill 


addicts, who needed psychi¬ 
atric help along with other 
forms of treatment. Centex 
will close later this month, and 
SelfRefind patients will 
receive psychiatric treatment 
in the SelfRefind clinics, 
Wood said. 

Wood himself is currently 
under an agreed order with 
the licensure board— entered 
last month — that restricts 
him from prescribing 
Suboxone, a controversial 
drug used to treat people 
addicted to painkillers. Wood 
has defended his use of 
Suboxone to treat addicts for 
years while the medical board 
alleges that Wood overpre¬ 
scribes the drug. 

After leaving Centex, 
Williams opened a practice on 
Daniel Drive and later moved 
his office to Martin Luther 
King Boulevard. He previous¬ 
ly had a private practice in 
Green Leaf Shopping Center. 
He also admitted and treated 
patients at the behavioral 
health unit at Ephraim 
McDowell for 13 years, and 
has been in practice for a total 
of 40 years. 

As part of its investigation, 
the medical board hired Dr. 
George R. Schrodt to review 
Williams’ records. Schrodt, an 
associate professor of psychi¬ 
atry and behavioral science at 
the University of Louisville, 
analyzed the records of 32 of 
Williams’ patients, including 
10 of those who died in Clay 
County. 

Among Schrodt’s findings: 


• There was no documenta¬ 
tion Williams discussed the 
potential risks of using con¬ 
trolled substances, especially 
in combination with other pre¬ 
scribed or illicit drugs, with 
his patients. 

• There was little notation of 
patients’ past medical histo¬ 
ries. “Most importantly, there 
was minimal, if any, docu¬ 
mentation of concurrent med¬ 
ications or therapies pre¬ 
scribed by other physicians, 
even when those might have 
potentially serious interac¬ 
tions with Dr. Williams’ pre¬ 
scriptions.” 

• Inadequate time to com¬ 
plete adequate evaluations and 
management of patients due to 
extremely high case load. 

• Starting patients out with a 
high dose of Xanax and often 
increasing it when standard 
psychiatric care calls for start¬ 
ing with a low dose and 
adjusting as needed. 

In conclusion, Schrodt 
wrote Williams prescribed 
medications in such amounts 
he knew or should have 
known were excessive and 
“failed to conform to the stan¬ 
dard of acceptable and pre¬ 
vailing medical practice.” 

“Based on the sampling of 
cases I reviewed, it is my 
opinion that Dr. Williams 
demonstrated a pattern of acts 
during the course of the physi¬ 
cians medical practice ... that 
would be deemed to be gross 
incompetence, gross igno¬ 
rance, gross negligence or 
malpractice,” Schrodt wrote.

HUSTONVILLE 
Hustonville City Council 
went into an executive ses¬ 
sion in apparent violation of 
open meetings law July 3, 
before declaring an emer¬ 
gency in order to pass an 
ordinance giving three 
employees a 2.5-percent 
raise. 

Toward the end of the city 
council's meeting, Mayor 
Marc Spivey said the city 
council would next be look¬ 
ing at employee raises for 
the coming year and the city 
council voted to go into 
executive session. 

When asked what legal 
reason the city had for the 
executive session, City 
Attorney Carol Hill con¬ 
firmed it was the personnel 
exemption laid out by state 
open meetings law. 


State law requires govern¬ 
mental agencies like city 
councils to meet in public, 
except for specific exemp¬ 
tions, including "discussions 
or hearings which might 
lead to the appointment, dis¬ 
cipline, or dismissal of an 
individual employee, mem¬ 
ber or student." 

The exemption for dis¬ 
cussing personnel goes on 
to read, "This exception 
shall not be interpreted to 
permit discussion of general 
personnel matters in secret." 

When Hustonville City 
Council emerged from 
executive session, it voted 
unanimously by a roll-call 
vote to pass the first reading 
of an ordinance giving 2.5- 
percent raises to all city 
employees who had been 
employed by the city for 
more than five years. 

The employees receiving 
raises are City Clerk Rita 


Clem, water department 
employee Floyd 

Southerland and 

Hustonville Police Chief 
Fred McCoy. 

On the advice of Hill, the 
city council then voted to 
declare an emergency and 


passed a second reading of 
the ordinance in order to 
make the raises take effect 
immediately. 

When asked after the 
meeting had adjourned if 
the council went into execu¬ 
tive session to discuss the 


2.5-percent raise, Spivey 
said "yes," before Hill cut 
him off and told him any¬ 
thing that happens in an 
executive session is confi¬ 
dential and he "cannot talk 
about it."

Association freedom of 
information attorney 

Jeremy Rogers said while 
the city council followed 
the correct procedures for 
entering into an executive 
session, the council appears 
to have violated open meet¬ 
ings law by going into an 
executive session for dis¬ 
cussions that should have 
been open to the public. 

"They're just flat wrong," 
Rogers said. "(The person¬ 
nel exemption) is only sup¬ 
posed to be invoked for dis¬ 
cussions or hearings that 
might lead to the appoint¬ 
ment, discipline or dis¬ 
missal of individuals." 

Rogers also said he 
knows of no law that would 
prohibit a mayor or member 
of a city council from dis¬ 
cussing what happened in 
an executive session. 

A city attorney might 
advise against discussing 
the proceedings of an exec¬ 
utive session, but it would 
seem no one is legally 
required to keep those pro¬ 
ceedings secret, he said. 


Stanford Fire Department in need of more volunteers

STANFORD — The 
Stanford Fire Department 
is in need a few more peo¬ 
ple who can stand the heat. 

Acting Chief Robin 
Jones said the city current¬ 
ly has a roster of about 15 
firefighters, which is about 
a dozen less than where 
he'd like it to be. 

Jones said the low num¬ 
bers haven't yet affected 
the department's ability to 
respond to any fires, but 
he's concerned about the 
number of people he sees 
leaving the area in the bad 
economy. 

"We've had a lot of fire¬ 
fighters move away to new 
jobs," he said. "We have 
enough people to do the 
job. It's just you feel more 
secure when you have a 
full roster of firefighters." 

As part of the depart- 
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research has shown high lev¬ 
els of pathogens, particularly 
E. coli, in the watershed 
area, Payne said. 

Initially, researchers 
believed the pollution was 
coming from cattle that had 
access to bodies of water like 
creeks. But around 2005 or 
2006, a new form of DNA- 
based testing allowed 
researchers to figure out that 
as much as 75 to 80 percent 
of the E. coli in the water 
came from human sources, 
Payne said. 

Contamination was so 
high in some areas that 
pathogen levels were actual¬ 
ly higher than usual levels 
seen in raw sewage, Payne 
added. 

A pair of environmental 
studies done after this dis¬ 
covery both concluded the 
water quality could be 
improved by installing sani¬ 
tary sewers in the area. 

While a completed sewer 
system may be a long way 
off, there could be many dif¬ 
ferent benefits. Payne said 
water from the Dix River 
watershed area runs into 
Herrington Lake, which is a 
main source of potable water 
for the area. 

"It's a pretty short circuit," 
he said. "If we can improve 
the water that flows into the 
lake, we almost certainly 
will improve the water qual¬ 
ity coming out of the lake." 

Payne said having a sewer 
system in place also makes 
the U.S. 127 corridor more 
attractive to new businesses. 


ment's efforts to recruit 
new firefighters, state vol¬ 
unteer recruitment coordi¬ 
nator Pat Thompson visited 
the Lincoln County Fair 
Thursday and Friday nights 
with a special trailer exhib¬ 
it from the Kentucky Fire 
Commission. 

Thompson said Stanford 
isn't the only place seeing a 
shortage of firefighters — 
it's a statewide and nation¬ 
wide problem. 

About a decade ago, 
there were an estimated 
19,000 volunteer firefight¬ 
ers in Kentucky. Thompson 
said that number is now 
just above 17,000 and has 
dipped even lower at times. 

Volunteers make up 
more than 90 percent of 
Kentucky's fire depart¬ 
ments and a similar per¬ 
centage of firefighters 
nationwide, making them 
"the backbone of 
America," Thompson said. 


"Without sanitary sewers, 
the economic development 
folks have a hard time press¬ 
ing their case," he said. 

Hustonville Mayor Marc 
Spivey said his city could 
stand to benefit greatly from 
jobs made available during 
construction of a sewer sys¬ 
tem and if new businesses 
locate in the area. 

Payne said the sanitation 
district, which formed a little 
over a year ago, has as its 
main priority providing a 
sanitary sewer system 
between Junction City and 
Hustonville. 

An agreement has been 
worked out with Danville to 
treat sewage at "a very rea¬ 
sonable price" if a system 
can put in place to transport 
the sewage to a treatment 
station north of Junction 
City. 

Engineers are currently 
busy designing a sewer sys¬ 
tem for the area, while the 
sanitation district searches 
for grants and other sources 
of funding, Payne said. 

The sanitation district 
hopes to hear back this fall 
about a Community 
Development Block Grant 
that could fund a portion of 
the cost. 

Engineers have recom¬ 
mended completing the 
sewer system in three or four 
phases. Payne said the first 
phase might run from 
Junction City to McCormack 
Church Road. 

"We would like to get... to 
Hustonville to complete the 
project as soon as possible," 
he said.

Douglas listened to Payne 
present to the Hustonville 
City Council and said he's 
been rooting for a sewer sys¬ 
tem for many years. 

"I appreciate you guys and 
I would love to have sewer. I 
have property here and prop¬ 
erty in Moreland and I would 
love to have sewer tomor¬ 
row," he said. "You could 
really expand down here. 
Like the mayor said, it'll 
bring jobs to Hustonville." 

Judge-Executive Jim 
Adams said finding funds to 
make the sewer a reality is a 
big hurdle because the coun¬ 
ty wants to make this project 
as cost-effective as possible. 

While the water quality 
issues at hand might make 
the county more likely to 
receive some funding, other 
types of funding may not be 
available. 

The median income of 
area residents is just barely 
high enough to preclude the 
area from being classified as 
"distressed," which would 
mean more funding would 
be available, Adams said. 

Adams said much of the 
money that might have been 
available for this type of 
project in the past is disap¬ 
pearing as society grows less 
and less fond of "earmarks." 

"All these type projects 
are what people have 
referred to as earmarks," he 
said. "And as you know, 
that's going away." 

Payne acknowledged 
funding is going to be diffi¬ 
cult, but not impossible. 

"I guess there's a reason 
that there's no for-profit 
sewer companies," he said.

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Court votes against spending money on beach

CRAB ORCHARD The 
Lincoln County Fiscal Court 
is washing its hands of the 
unfinished beach on Cedar 
Creek Lake. 

Judge-Executive Jim 
Adams told magistrates 
Tuesday that it could cost 
around $260,000 to install the 
necessary facilities and get 
the beach into operating con¬ 
dition. 

It could cost about $30,000 
per year after that to maintain 
the beach and employ life¬ 
guards, which is required by 
law, Adams added. 

A state-licensed engineer 
estimated the probable costs 
of opening and maintaining 
the beach for the fiscal court. 

Magistrates David 

Faulkner, Johnnie Padgett 
and Joe Stanley agreed the 
county didn’t have anywhere 
near enough money to go 
through with the project. 

The court voted to send a 


letter to the Department of 
Fish and Wildlife, which 
owns the lake and a 300-foot 
buffer around it, informing it 
the court will not be renewing 
a lease on the beach. 

Faulkner said even if the 
county had the money, he 
doesn’t think it would be wise 
to spend money improving 
land the county doesn’t own 
and adding to the county’s 


potential liabilities. 

Padgett said the lake had 
always been intended for 
fishing, not swimming. 

”1 feel sure we can’t spend 
a quarter of a million dollars 
out there,” Padgett said. 

The fiscal court initially 
leased the land where the 
beach is located from the 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife beginning in 2005,

but members of the court at 
the time failed to understand 
the regulations and require¬ 
ments placed on public 
beaches, Judge-Executive 
Jim Adams said. 

The fiscal court put in sand 
to create a beach, but didn’t 
have the money for other 
expensive requirements like 
bathrooms and lifeguards, 
Adams said. 


The Department of Health 
and Human Services forced 
closure of the beach when it 
didn’t meet those require¬ 
ments, but people still regu¬ 
larly swim at the beach 
despite signs prohibiting its 
use. 

In late June, Fish and 
Wildlife began enforcing the 
beach closure, with officers 
visiting the beach regularly 
to tell swimmers they had to 
leave. 

Adams said the enforce¬ 
ment was a reaction to nega¬ 
tive press about the beach 
that caught the eye of Fish 
and Wildlife. 

A man recently got in trou¬ 
ble for leaving children unat¬ 
tended at the beach, and in 
May an infant at the beach 
got water in its lungs and 
nearly died. 

’’Fish and Wildlife is feel¬ 
ing the heat because they 
actually own the lake," 
Adams said. 

Lincoln County Attorney 
Daryl Day said the beach is 


in bad condition and should¬ 
n’t be used by anybody. 

Day said a Fish and 
Wildlife officer has told him 
based on the kinds of things 
that he knows have gone 
down on that beach, he 
"wouldn’t walk across there 
in flip-flops, let alone bare 
feet." 

"I think at the beginning, it 
was a good idea. ... It was a 
public swimming place, 
which we don’t have any of 
in Lincoln County," Day 
said. "It’s just the cost of 
maintaining it is so prohibi¬ 
tive." 

The county’s original lease 
on the beach expired in 2009. 
Magistrates agreed the coun¬ 
ty has no further responsibil¬ 
ities for the beach. 

Adams said potential solu¬ 
tions Fish and Wildlife could 
pursue to end use of the 
beach include moving in 
large rocks or installing a 
fishing spot that would pre¬ 
vent people from using the 
area to swim. 
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charges makes up about 70- 
80 percent of Lincoln’s 911 
funding. 

Of those who do still have 
landlines, many of them are 
seniors living on fixed 
incomes, Day said. 

"We are unfairly placing 
the burden on older people 
in our county," he said. "I 
think that this fee passes that 
(911 cost) back out, spreads 
it more evenly among a 
greater number of people in 
Lincoln County." 

Records from Bluegrass 
911 show there were a total 
of 12,617 active landlines in 
Lincoln and Garrard coun¬ 
ties in May. That number is 
down more than 4 percent 
from 13,194 active landlines 
in July 2011. 

The loss of landline cus¬ 
tomers is an ongoing trend 
that has been affecting 
Bluegrass 911 funding for 
years. 

According to a reporter’s 
August 2009 analysis of 
Bluegrass 911 financial 
records, the number of land¬ 
line customers in Lincoln 
County declined by as much 
as 20 percent between 2005 
and 2008. 

Lincoln County Judge- 
Executive Jim Adams said 
there are currently around 
17,300 water meters in use 
in Lincoln and Garrard 
counties. 

That means Bluegrass 911 
would receive about 
$43,000 per month (more 
than $515,000 per year) 
from a $2.50 monthly water 
meter surcharge. 

Unlike landlines, water 
meter use is steady and will 
increase if more people 
move into Lincoln County, 


Adams said. 

"Water meters will be tied 
to growth," he said. "As our 
needs grow, as our responsi¬ 
bilities grow with 911, there 
should be a revenue source 
there, I hope." 

Magistrate David 

Faulkner, who also serves 
on the Bluegrass 911 board 
along with Day and Adams, 
said he’s been watching as 
income for the 911 center 
shrinks along with the num¬ 
ber of landlines in the coun¬ 
ty* 

"The fact of the matter is 
911 will close," he said. 
"It’ll close its doors in a year 
if we don’t do something." 

Faulkner said another, 
less desirable option for 
covering the cost of 911 
service is to pay for it out of 
the county’s general fund. 

"But we don’t put any 
general fund money into it 
now," he said. "It’s self-sus¬ 
taining, but it’s getting 
ready to be not self-sustain¬ 
ing." 

Magistrate Johnnie 
Padgett said whether the 
county uses a 911 surcharge 
or brings in additional rev¬ 
enue another way and pays 
for 911 service from the 
general fund, there’s really 
no way around the cost of 
providing 911 service. 

"Taxpayers are going to 
pay this either way, no mat¬ 
ter what," he said. 

Magistrate Joe Stanley 
said he is concerned about 
people who have multiple 
water meters having to pay 
multiple surcharges. Day 
said he would look into the 
possibilities for preventing 
people from paying the sur¬ 
charge more than once, but 
that it might not be possible 
since the county’s different 
water associations don’t 


share customer information. 

"It’s a valid concern, Joe," 
Day said. "We can see if 
there’s a way we can do 
that." 

One member of the audi¬ 
ence said he was concerned 
that the court was removing 
the fee it collects on land¬ 
lines, but people with cell 
phones would still be pay¬ 
ing to support the 911 cen¬ 
ter. 

Cell phone companies 
pay about 70 cents per cell 
phone to the state for 911 
service, but less than half of 
the money paid for cell 
phones in Lincoln County 
comes back to fund 
Bluegrass 911. 

Day acknowledged that 
the monthly fee on cell 
phones would not be going 
away, but said the county 
has no control over the fees 
imposed by the state on cell 
phones. 

Adams said cell phone 
fees previously helped sus¬ 
tain Bluegrass 911 even as 
landlines disappeared 
because cell phone use was 
growing. 

But now, the county’s cell 
phone market is "pretty 
much saturated" and cell 
phone fees are no longer 
enough to make up for the 
lost landlines, Adams said. 

At a Bluegrass 911 board 
meeting earlier this month, 
Director Russ Clark said the 
switch from landlines to 
water meters in Lincoln and 
Garrard counties is expect¬ 
ed to bring in about $30,000 
more per year. 

Day said the extra income 
should be enough to cover 
the costs of maintaining 
updated equipment and soft¬ 
ware at the 911 center, as 
well as rising 911 employ¬ 
ment costs like healthcare 
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causing Luttrell's truck to 
strike Goatee’s sedan. 
Goatee’s vehicle then ran 
into another pickup stopped 
at the stop sign on the other 
side of U.S. 127, Folger said. 
Goatee was airlifted from 


the scene and Luttrell was 
taken to a hospital by ambu¬ 
lance. The driver of the 
stopped pickup truck, Danny 
Maples of 130 Carter School 
Road, was not injured. 

"I don’t think there’s going 
to be anything life-threaten¬ 
ing from what I’ve been 
told," Folger said.

Miller, who is also execu¬ 
tive director of the Lincoln 
County Chamber of 
Commerce, said the chamber 
is taking over organization 
of the upcoming Run for 
Independence 5K on July 14, 
which had been a duty of the 
Main Street Program. 

"I’m basically just refocus¬ 
ing my energy to try to make 
our chamber even better than 
it had been," Miller said. 

Miller has scheduled a 
thank-you lunch for her for¬ 
mer board members on July 
12 . 


and retirement, for at least 
five years. 

"We are hopeful that that 
fee will be in place at this 
amount for five — maybe 
more — years before there’s 
any discussion of an 


increase," Day said. 

Adams said as battles in 
Frankfort fail year after year 
to change how well cell 
phones fund 911 services, it 
became necessary for 
Bluegrass 911 to search out 


alternative sources of 
income. 

"Let’s face it — AT&T 
has a lot of lobbyists," he 
said. "We have to look for 
revenues in the fairest place 
we can."

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County upgrading courthouse doors

STANFORD — The old 
Lincoln County Courthouse 
is getting a new makeover 
with some very old materi¬ 
als. 

The three main entrances 
on the courthouse are being 
replaced with doors made 
from reclaimed Cyprus wood 
that is likely about the same 
age as the courthouse, said 
Steve Lucas, owner of the 
architectural company Helm 
Street Blues. 

A green energy grant 
Lincoln County has received 
through the federal stimulus 
program is paying for new, 
energy-efficient entrances to 
be installed on the court¬ 
house. 

Lucas said the new 
entrances on the south, west 
and east sides of the court¬ 
house will still look almost 
exactly like they did when 


they were originally built. 

M We try to be true to the 
roots ... and keep it as origi¬ 
nal as possible,” Lucas said. 
"If we do our job right, peo¬ 
ple will be able to go into the 
courthouse and not know it's 
been redone. It’ll just look 
like the doors are in super 
shape.” 

Helm Street Blues, a 
Stanford-based company, is 
in charge of the project, 
which has a total price tag of 


$46,665.28. 

Judge-Executive Jim 
Adams said every company 
working on the project is 
locally based. Schuler 
Custom Wood is crafting the 
six replacement doors for 
about $29,000; Stanford 
Glass and Mirror is in charge 
of installing new ”ther- 
mopane" glass for $6,000; 
David Bastin Painting is 
handling renovation and 
repainting of the entrance- 


ways for $8,100; and Helm 
Street Blues is getting a 
$3,200 design fee. 

The new doors will look 
just like the current doors, 
but better. 

’’Those (old) doors have 
been there I think since 1909 
and those doors are pretty 
much in shambles,” he said. 

The reclaimed Cyprus 
wood the doors will be made 
out of is salvaged from river 
mud in southern states like 
Florida and Louisiana. 

Lucas said around a hun¬ 
dred years ago, loggers 
would float Cyprus logs 
down rivers to processing 
facilities, but some logs 
would get snared and 
dragged down along the 
way. 

Now companies go in, 
find the old logs and pull 
them out for use. 

"(The logs) are actually 
first-growth Cyprus wood. 
It’s virgin timber that’s never 


been used,” Lucas said. "If s 
almost like you cloned 
something from 100 years 
ago and brought it into mod¬ 
ern times." 

Lucas said Cyprus is a nat¬ 
urally rot-resistant and 
resilient wood that makes 
good doors. It’s the kind of 
wood that could have been 
used on the courthouse when 
it was first built. 

Besides the new doors, the 
windows around the doors 
will also be upgraded to be 
more energy efficient, with¬ 
out changing their look. 

While the original glass — 
bubbles and all — will 
remain in place on the out¬ 
side, Lucas said the ther¬ 
mopanes will be installed on 
the inside of the entrances, 
preventing drafts without 
making a noticeable change 
in appearance. 

On the east-side entrance 
where a handicap ramp has 


been installed, the door will 
be made handicap accessible 
via a motion sensor that will 
open the door as someone 
approaches. 

Lucas said the Cyprus 
wood is more expensive than 
other options, but the price is 
worth it for preserving the 
courthouse and avoiding 
chopping down any new 
forests. 

Because the courthouse 
entranceways project only 
takes up a little more than a 
third of the $125,000 federal 
grant, Lucas said there are 
also plans to upgrade the 
ventilation systems in the 
county clerk’s office to make 
it more energy-efficient. 

Because the project is 
funded by stimulus dollars, 
all the materials are required 
to be made in America. 

"We’re trying to use local 
people and we’re definitely 
using all-American prod¬ 
ucts,” Lucas said. 


Jail gets new backup generator 


Diesel-powered unit 
will keep air flowing, 
computers running

STANFORD — The 
Lincoln County Jail has a 
new backup generator that 
will help it keep things run¬ 
ning whenever the power 
goes out. 

Jailer David Gooch said 
the new diesel-powered gen¬ 
erator puts out 50 kilowatts 
— more than double the old 
gasoline-powered genera¬ 
tor’s 20-kilowatt load. 

That extra power means 
when the power goes out, the 
jail can keep its ventilation 
and computer systems run¬ 
ning, along with emergency 
lighting, Gooch said. 

In May, Gooch told the 
Lincoln County Fiscal Court 
that the jail "lucked out” 
when the old generator start¬ 
ed for an inspection and that 
it couldn’t provide enough 
power to keep all the essen¬ 
tial systems running. 

Gooch said the new gener¬ 
ator should last for decades, 
and will definitely last for 
the life of the current jail 
facility. 

"It’s going to be able to 
generate much more power 
and it’s going to be able to 
stay on much longer,” he 
said. 

Gooch said the jail experi¬ 
ences power outages much 
like any house does — a 
couple times a year it may 
lose power for a few minutes 
or a couple hours, and on 
rarer occasions power may 
be knocked out for a day or 
longer. 

Having a backup genera¬ 
tor in place is especially 
important at the jail because 
the facility’s locked-down 
situation means heating, 
ventilation and air condition 
is essential, Gooch said. 

"You can’t just open a win¬ 
dow,” he said. "It’s not just a 
matter of giving the prison¬ 
ers air conditioning." 

Computer systems at the 
jail like the victim notifica¬ 
tion system and fingerprint 
databases are important to 
keep running 24/7 as well, 
he added. 

Judge-Executive Jim 
Adams said the new genera¬ 
tor cost $17,400. Other 
options were considered, 
including natural gas and 
propane generators, but both 
would have been very 
expensive to move if the jail 
ever relocated. The diesel 
generator is very portable, he 


said. 

Adams said the old gener¬ 
ator wasn’t worth anything 
and was scrapped by the 
county. 

Gooch said he’s very 
thankful to Adams and the 
Lincoln Road Department 
for helping make the new 
generator a reality. The 
Road Department hauled off 
the old generator and 
installed the new one, which 
saved the jail a lot of money, 
he said.

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Lincoln 
Sparx finish 
fifth in AAU 
nationals

The Lincoln County Sparx 
girls basketball team more 
than held its own in the recent 
2012 AAU Girls Basketball

Georgetown came down to 
the volleyball team. I went

Kentucky Afield Outdoors: Better accuracy from bolt-action rifles 


FRANKFORT, Ky. - For 
many firearms deer hunters 
in Kentucky, the tool of 
choice is the bolt-action cen- 
terfire rifle. 

With a little gunsmithing 
work and the right ammuni¬ 
tion along with pre-season 
shooting practice, deer 
hunters will be ready to 
close the deal when a shoot¬ 
er buck walks into range this 
November. 

The first step is to find a 
competent gunsmith who 
can accomplish three proce¬ 
dures: adjusting the trigger 
pull, free-floating the rifle’s 
barrel and bedding its action. 

Most bolt-action rifles, new 
ones and many used ones, 
will have a very heavy trig¬ 
ger pull, which makes it 
practically impossible to 
shoot accurately. 

“The more force it takes to 
pull the trigger, the more the 
gun moves. On average, trig¬ 
ger pulls are set at five to six 
pounds at the factory,” said 
gunsmith Mike Ezell. 

There are two options: 
adjust the factory trigger or 
replace it with an after-mar¬ 
ket trigger. 

“The ideal trigger pull is 
about three pounds, but 
whether or not that can be 
done is dictated by the 
design of the trigger. Some 
triggers can’t be set that 
low,” said Ezell. “Safety 
should always be the first 
concern when adjusting trig¬ 
ger pull. Installing a good 
after-market trigger is the 
best option for everybody's 
safety.” 

Trigger creep, or the dis¬ 
tance the trigger must travel 
before the gun fires, can be 
detrimental to accuracy as 
well. “There has to be some 
creep, but your rifle should 
have a smooth, clean trigger 
pull,” said Ezell.

In recent years, the manu¬ 
facturers of the most popular 
brands of hunting rifles have 
improved the quality and 
adjustability of their triggers. 

The next step to improved 
accuracy is focused on get¬ 
ting the rifle to shoot more 
consistent groups of shots on 
a target. “I've never seen a 
gun that didn’t benefit from 
free-floating the barrel and 
glass bedding the action,” 
said Ezell. “It’s all about bar¬ 
rel harmonics.” 

The goal is to minimize the 
factors that contribute to 
erratic barrel vibrations, one 
major cause of inconsistent 
groups. Barrels vibrate in a 
circular motion as the bullet 
travels towards the muzzle, 
riding the grooves cut into 
the rifle barrel. 

Free-floating a rifle’s barrel 
is especially important on 
rifles with wooden stocks, 
since moisture and humidity 
can affect where and how the 
wood touches the barrel, 
causing inconsistent vibra¬ 
tions. Gunsmiths use files to 
remove wood in the barrel 
channel of the forend of the 
stock, so the barrel “floats.” 

Glass bedding of the action 
should be done at the same 
time as the barrel work. 
“You don’t want the action 
to move in the stock,” said 
Ezell. “The action should be 
solidly mounted, without 
twisting or stress, so it fits 


like a glove.” 

A loose screw will also 
cause erratic groups. The 
screw that holds the action in 
place should be tightened to 
the correct torque setting. 
The setting may vary from 
rifle to rifle, even those of 
the same make and model. 
Find the exact tightness of 
the receiver screw and there 
will be a noticeable effect on 
the size and consistency of 
shot groups. 

Ammunition is another 
important accuracy consid¬ 
eration. 

While reloading offers the 
hunter an opportunity to tai¬ 
lor ammunition to a specific 
rifle, there are other options 
that are less expensive and 
time consuming. Select 
ammunition with the proper 
bullet performance on white¬ 
tailed deer and try several 
brands to see what is most 
accurate in your rifle. 

Today, there’s a much 
wider variety of factory- 
loaded ammunition avail¬ 
able, including cartridges 
loaded with premium bul¬ 
lets. In the past, premium 
bullets were only available 
to hunters who reloaded. 
Don’t overlook some of the 
reduced-recoil loads, which 
sometimes deliver much bet¬ 
ter accuracy. 

New rifles have a break-in 
period, maybe as much as 
100 rounds, before they

deliver optimum accuracy. 

Proper cleaning of the 
rifle’s bore from the begin¬ 
ning is imperative. The bore 
of a new rifle should be 
cleaned before firing it and 
cleaned about every 20 shots 
in the beginning. 

Clean the rifle from the 
breech, never the bore, with 
a one-piece cleaning rod. If 
the barrel crown is damaged 
it will ruin the rifle’s accura¬ 
cy. Even the smallest nick at 
the muzzle will allow gases 
to escape to one side, affect¬ 


ing the bullet’s flight as it 
leaves the muzzle. 

Cleaning supplies should 
include bore solvent, cotton 
patches and bronze rifle 
brushes. Never use stainless 
steel brushes because they 
damage the barrel’s rifling. 

The final step is sighting in 
your rifle and practicing at 
various distances in situa¬ 
tions similar to how you will 
be hunting. 

All this attention to detail 
along with the time and 
money invested will pay div¬ 


idends for many years to 
come. You’ll have an accu¬ 
rate rifle that you can hunt 
with for a lifetime.

Cattle management calendar for July 


Here are some timely 
cow and calf manage¬ 
ment tips for your beef 
herd. Mid-July is a good 
time to deworm cattle. 
Re-implant those calves 
which were implanted at 
birth if the type of 
implant and amount of 
time indicate. Calves 
which haven’t been vac¬ 
cinated for blackleg 
should be. Spraying for 
flies while cattle are 
gathered can supplement 
other fly control meth¬ 
ods. Work cattle early in 
the morning when it is 
cool and handle them 
gently to avoid stress. 

Remove bulls from the 
cow herd, no later than 
the end of the month and 
keep them away from the 
cows until next year. 
This will eliminate sum¬ 
mer-born calves and help 
prevent the oldest heifer 
calves from becoming 
pregnant. A short calving 
season is so beneficial 
because it helps concen¬ 
trate labor during the 
calving season, helps 
you group calves by age 
so that it is easier to find 
a convenient time to vac¬ 
cinate, castrate, dehorn, 
etc..., and it provides a 
more uniform group of 
calves at market time. 

Continue to watch for 
pinkeye and treat if nec¬ 
essary. Minimize prob¬ 
lems by clipping pas¬ 
tures, controlling face 
flies and providing 
shade. 

Fescue pastures usual¬ 
ly are their worst in July 
and August because it is 
hot and fescue only 
grows well when temper¬ 
ature are below 75°. 
Continue pasture rotation 
for best performance of 
the cattle and to not do 
damage to the pasture 
grasses. Grass-legume 
mixtures or warm season 
grasses will be more pro¬ 
ductive at this time of 
year than cool season 
grasses like fescue and 
orchardgrass. Extended 
overgrazing can be detri¬ 
mental to the stand of 
both cool season and 
warm season pastures so 
don’t graze below four 
inches. Plan for the dry, 
hot weather of July, 
August and September 
by subdividing pastures 
with electric fencing to 
create good rotational 
grazing. Limited access 


by cattle can result in 
improved utilization and 
stretching of the pasture. 

Cull less productive 
cows to stretch your feed 
supply. Brood cows are 
the greatest consumers of 
forage in cow-calf opera¬ 
tions. Cows that have lost 
a calf, are open, or have 
physical problems can be 
culled. Consider a free- 
choice mineral mix con¬ 
taining an ionophore 
(Rumensin or Bovatec) to 
improve forage utilization 
by the cows. 

Fall calving cows 
should be dry and preg¬ 
nant now. Their nutrient 
needs are minimal and 
they can be maintained 
on fair quality pasture. 
Get ready for fall calving 
and plan to have good 
pasture available for fall 
calving cows from 
September 1 through 
December. 

All beef producers 
should consider these 
summer management 
recommendations: 

-have forage analyses 
conducted on spring-cut 
hay 

-be sure that clean cool 
water is always avail¬ 
able, especially in hot 
weather. Make routine 
checks of the water sup¬ 
ply. Cattle need 15 to 20 
gallons of water daily in 
hot weather. 

-check pastures for 
downed wild cherry trees 
after storms. Wilted wild 
cherry leaves are toxic to 
cattle. 

-maintain a weed con¬ 
trol program in perma¬ 
nent pastures including 
clipping, fertilizing and 
herbicide use. 

-start soil testing pas¬ 
tures now to determine 
their fertilization needs 
to get them ready for fall 
growth and to get them 
ready for next springs 
growth. 

Now is the best time 
of year to add lime to 
your hay and pasture 
fields. Soil test now, then 
follow our recommenda¬ 
tion on liming. It’s a good 
time to spread lime as the 
lime haulers are less busy 
and the soil conditions 
are right to get the lime 
easily spread.

Deficiency Payments 
(LDP) or Commodity Loan 
on 2012 crops; and 
acreages covered by NAP 
policy. 

Final reporting date for 
burley, corn, soybeans, and 
all other crops except small 


grains is Monday, July 16, 
2012. Reports filed after 
the deadline will be con¬ 
sidered late-filed and will 
be charged for measure¬ 
ment services. The mini¬ 
mum charge for any serv¬ 
ices performed is $46 per 
farm. If the total time for 
the service exceeds one 
hour, additional charges 
will be assessed at the rate 


of $8.50 per l A hour. (Fees 
are determined by the KY 
State FSA Committee.) 

Avoid paying late 
charges, report before the 
deadline. If you have any 
questions concerning 
acreage reports, contact the

The Lincoln County School District 
may destroy the educational records 
of a child without parent request 
three (3) years after they are no 
longer needed to provide educational 
programs or services. Parents are 
advised that data contained in the 
records may later be needed for 
Social Security benefits or other pur¬ 
poses. The Lincoln County School 
District may retain, for an indefinite 
period of time, a record of the stu¬ 
dent’s name, address, telephone 
number, grades, attendance records, 
classes attended, grade level com¬ 
pleted, and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special 
Education include those children with 
disabilities who have autism, deaf¬ 
blindness, developmental delay, 
emotional-behavior disability, hearing 
impairment, mental disability, multiple 
disabilities, orthopedic impairment, 
other health impairment, specific 
learning disability, speech or lan¬ 
guage impairment, traumatic brain 
injury, or visual impairment and who 
because of such an impairment need 
Special Education services. 

Children eligible for 504 services 


include those children in a public 
elementary and secondary educa¬ 
tion program who have a current 
physical or mental impairment that 
currently substantially limits some 
major life activity which causes the 
student’s ability to access the school 
environment or school activities to be 
substantially limited. 

Children eligible for the State- 
Funded Preschool program 
include three- and four-year-old 
children identified with disabilities 
and four-year-old children who are 
at-risk, as defined by federal 
poverty levels up to 150%. 
Preschool children eligible for 
special education must have an 
Individual Education Plan (IEP) 
instead of a 504 plan to receive 
State-Funded Preschool program 
services. 

The Lincoln County School District 
has an ongoing “Child Find” system, 
which is designed to locate, identify 
and evaluate any child residing in a 
home, facility, or residence within its 
geographical boundaries, age three 
(3) to twenty-one (21) years, who 
may have a disability and be in need 
of Special Education or 504 services. 
This includes children who are not in 
school; those who are in public, pri¬ 
vate, or home school; those who are 
highly mobile such as children who 
are migrant or homeless; and those 
who are advancing from grade to 
grade, who may need but are not 
receiving Special Education or 504 
services.

KEES allows students to 
earn money for college by 
getting good grades in high 
school and for qualifying 
scores on the ACT or SAT. 
Students eligible for free or 
reduced lunches may also 
earn awards for good scores 
on Advanced Placement and 
International Baccalaureate 
exams. KEES is adminis¬ 
tered by the Kentucky 
Higher Education 

Assistance Authority 

(KHEAA). 

To check awards and per¬ 
sonal information, students 
need to use the Zip Access 
function on 


www.kheaa.com. If they do 
not already have a Zip 
Access account, they can 
easily set one up from the 
KHEAA home page. 

Students may verify their 
KEES GPA is correct by tak¬ 
ing the letter grade for each 
course taken during the year
